Employees of Classic Book- 
shops, Montreal’s largest retail 
book outlet, have charged the 
company with “union busting”. 


Linda Bass, president of the 
Classic’s union, representing 
sales staff at 17 Montreal-area 
stores, accused the company of 
reducing her hours from 35 to 20 
per week after she was made 
head of the unlon. She cited 
eight other cases where emplo- 
yees were fired or laid off for 
union activities. 


Bass explained that the 
union has received provincial 
certification which would com- 
pel Classic's management to 
recognize the union as a 
bargaining unit. However, the 
company has appealed the 
certification and workers now 
face months of legal maneuv- 
ering.. In the meantime, the 
company Is paying its Montreal 
employees starting salaries of 
$3.15 an hour, while deman- 
ding that they be “relatively. 
well-educated, experienced in 
selling books, cultured and 
sales-oriented”.

Mediation rejec 





Marie Stewart, a former 
Classic's employee who was 
flred last February, has brought 
her case to the Provincial 
Labour Court. She claims to 
have been fired because’ of 
attempts to organize her co- 
workers. Stewart sald: one of 
the reasons Classic moved its 
headquarters from Montreal to 
Toronto earlier this year was to 
avoid unionization. 


Reached in Toronto, André 
Leblond, Classic Bookshop's 
director of labour relations 
refused to comment on the 
charges. “Our legal counsel Is 
studying the matter,” he said. 


Classic Bookshops owns 
67 stores In North America with 
total sales approaching $15 
million annually. Its profit 
margins make it one of the 
most lucrative enterprises in 
the fleld. Its present legal 
counsel is Theodore Goloff, 
who also represented Robin 
Hood Multifoods during the 
infamous strike last summer. 


The labour conflict at Clas- 
sic's Involves 90 employees in 
17 Montreal-area stores. The 
union Is affiliated with the 


CSN, the provincial labour 


federation. The CSN has re- 
cently begun a unlonization 
programme in the retail book 
trade. Besides its Involvement 
with Classic's, the labour fed- 
eration has launched a boycott 
campaingn against Les Libral- 
ries Garneau, a large Quebec 
textbook distributor. Garneau, 
owned jointly by the Power 
Corporation and Hachette In- 
ternational, hired scabs in 
order to squash attempts by 
employees to form a union.

Montreal stores tomorrow.

Mtl’s workers to strike

Montreal’s 8000 blue collar 
workers may go on strike next 
week. Yesterday, union presi- 
dent Bernard Marleau sent a 
strike notice to the Minister of 
Labour enabling the union to 
walk out on November 17. 

The union executive has 
called for a general assembly of 
unlon members In order to seek 
a reconfirmation of the execu- 
tive's strike mandate granted by 
the membership on September 
10. Also to be discussed at the 
assembly are the recently re- 
leased recommendations of the 


government appointed media- 

tor, Raymond Désilets. 
Salarial recommendations 

made in Désilets’ report were 


- deemed “unacceptable” by the 


union. In other aspects of the 
conflict, such as vacations, 
Désilets reiterated the City’s 
offers. 

Despite warnings by union 
officials that no agreement 
could be reached unless a 
back-to-work protocol was arti- 
culated, Désilets’ report does 
not touch on this issue. There 
are presently 300 charges 
against workers In the Quebec 


Labour Court. 

The. union insists that ‘all 
disciplinary measures taken 
against employees Involved in 
demonstrations bearing on the 
present conflict be dropped. In 
addition, the union demands 
that the city should not pro- 
secute those who worked to 
rule during the present conflict. 

The union would like to see 
other cases go In front of a 
special arbitration court, 


chosen by both parties, set up | 


in order to settle all other 
disciplinary measures taken by 
the city.

The Director, during negotla- 
tions early this week rejected 
the Common Front's proposals 
concerning freedom of expres- 
sion and clearly stated that the 
CEGEP would be opened only 
when his conditions were 
agreed to. He refused to nego- 
tlate further. 


The Montmorency conflict 
began on October 26 when 
students occupied the cafeteria 
calling for the right of freedom 
of expression, Improvements In 
the cinema program and 
changes in the price and quality 
of cafeteria food. Four days 
later, with the support of the 
college professors, students 
decided to strike for one hour 
each day to pressure the ad- 
ministration Into accepting 
their demands. Up until that 
time, classes went on as usual. 
At 4 am on November 1, over 
100 Laval and Provincial po- 
licemen were called in to 
evacuate the premises and lock 


the CEGEP. 

According to students and 
professors, the lockout was 
lllegal because courses were 
being given as usual, 


The conflict has reached a 
standstill. The administration, 
backed by the Montmorency 
Parents’ Association, refuses to 
negotiate further, claiming that 
enough concessions have been 
made. The students, backed by 
Montmorency professors and 
students from surrounding 
CEGEPs, continue to demand 
that the administration nego- 
tlate on all of their seven 
grievances. The students are 
holding out until the adminis- 
tration agrees to discuss the 
question of freedom of expres- 
sion for students, their most 
contentious point. The ad- 
ministration has agreed to add 
25 chairs and a few tables to 
the cafeterla, cafeteria prices 
are fixed at $1.75 to $1.85, and 
three new porta-paks will be 
added to the cinema equip- 
ment.

The McGill Teaching: Assis- 
tants Association (MTAA) will 
hold its first general assembly of

issues facing the MTAA this year 
are wages and classification of 
TAs according to work load. 
Because graduate students can 
be TAs for only 2 years and 
because of the administration's 
Inherent slowness In dealing 
with thelr grievances, the MTAA 
has not been able to resolve 
these problems since its incep- 
tion in 1973. 

The MTAA was founded to 
co-ordinate the different depart- 
mental TA associations in order 
to negotiate common demands 
with the Administration. In 
January and February of 1976, 
TAs staged a work slowdown 
because the administration was 


As. a result, an Agreement 
between the MTAA and the 


Faculty of Arts was signed on: 


February 26. The Agreement 
allowed for an increase In TAs’ 
wages as the cost of living rose 
“In a manner comparable to 
salaries of. other full time 
University staff.” However, In 
March 1977 the administration 


“offered the TAs an Increase of 


6% while other academics 
received more than 9%. The 
MTAA, deeming the offera clear 
contravention of the Agreement, 
rejected the offer. Before further 
action could be taken the term 
ended. ay 
The second point the MTAA 
will deal with today Is the status 
of TA-Lecturers. The Agreement 
allows. TAs handling certain 
“lecturer functions” to be paid 
more than regular TAs because

The Board Is now drafting its 
rules of practice, and should be 
ready to receive applications 
from students sometime next 
week.

In their 
applications, students must 
express the conclusion they 
want the Board to make. : 

The Board will meet as often 
as necessary to deal with 
applications. Where possible, 
the applications will be dealt 
with in open hearings. While 
the Board is basically a court, 
Boskey stresses that It will not 
impose punishment, but inter- 
pret. The Board cannot sus- 
pend or fire anyone, nor will it 
decide if “a certain policy is 
good or not.” 

Boskey maintains that the 
new Constitution is the “first 
one to have a Judicial Board 
embedded in It.” There was a 
Judicial Committee set up in 
1968 by Council, but it was not 
constitutionally protected. The 
new board, unllke its predeces-

PPM enters municipal ring 

A new municipal party, called the Parti Progressiste de 
Montreal (PPM), will present a full slate of candidates to contest 
next: November's civic elections. Launched last week, the PPM Is 
described “as left of center but not as much as the MCM" by Its 
president, Independent councillor Raymond Poulin. 

Among the party's platform promises are proposals to freeze 
public transit fares for three years, to tighten municipal control 
over residential camolition, to raise councillors’ annual salaries 
from the present $5000 to $7500 and to find additional sources of 
Income for the city without having to further tax Montreal citizens. 
According to the PPM's vice-president, “the party doesn't pretend 
to have all the answers but’is Just an alternative.” 

Ottawa chips in for sewage program 

The federal government will be giving the MUC over $66 million 
towards improving and expanding the city’s sewage treatment 
program whose cost Is estimated at $1.2 billion. The amount Is 
the largest commitment ever made to a community under the 
government's sewage treatment program, says federal Urban 
Affairs Minister André Ouellet. 


Court sanctions parking lot 

The municipal administration, which permitted the demolition 
of a number of houses on Bishop St. between St. Catherine St. 
and Dorchester Blvd. in 1973 so that a parking lot could be set up, 
will be obliged to sanction the lot despite zoning regulations 
prohibiting parking lots in the area. Superior Court ruled last week 
that the owners, three businessmen from Westmount and 
Hampstead, have “acquired rights to exploit their property as they 
wish”, because the city reminded them that the parking lot was 
prohibited only after the paving and the construction of fences 
and an access ramp had been completed. te 

MUC applied for funding 13 years too late 

The MUC has applied for provincial government funds 
amounting to $5 million to help cover such costly municipal 
services as roads, street-lighting and sewers. But these funds 
have been available to the city since 1964, and the MCM Is 
charging that the administration should have applied for them 13 
years ago rather than wait until now when Industrial growth has 
swung to the suburbs. Area municipalities have had a head start In 
attracting Job-producing businesses and Montreal may never be 
able to catch up. 
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Quebec City showdown 


The Municipal Affairs: Ministry. parilamentary commission 
which began studying amendments to the City Charter yesterday 
represents the first public head-on confrontation between the 
Drapeau administration and the PQ government. The ramifications 
of the hearings will spill over Into many other significant areas and 
may Push the discussion of Charter amendments Into a secondary 
position. : 


The kind of rapport which will be established between the PQ 
and the Drapeau administration during the three-day hearings will 
certainly Influence provincial-municipal relations for at least a 
year. Similarly, the eventual outcome of the PQ's referendum 
campaign and of the municipal election slated for next November 
will owe much to the tenor and resolutions of the hearings. 


The past twelve months show that relations between the PQ and 
the city are far from cordial. Since Its accession to power last 
November, the Lévesque Cabinet has consistently held Mayor 
Drapeau responsible for “La Folle Olympique”. Drapeau and the 
PQ also share profound disagreements with respect to the future 
of Man and His World, Bill 82 (which obliges the city to call for 
public tenders for contracts in excess of $20,000), the national 
question and social policies. 


While these questions may emerge during Mayor Drapeau and 
his coterie of 24 other municipal councillors’ visit to Quebec City, 
the prime purpose of the hearings revolves around the Charter 
amendments. Their significance cannot be overestimated. 


Central are amendments which would give the Drapeau 
administration strict control over the printing, distribution and 
affixing of postérs and leaflets and empower municipal authorities 
to confiscate posters at printing shops. Though la Ligue des 
droits de l'homme has pointed out that the proposed amendments 
clearly contradict all Canadian Human Rights charters, the PQ 
government has yet to take a stand. It Is clear that these virtual 
censoring powers would enhance the Drapeau administration's 
chances of sweeping next November's elections. 


The PQ has also remained silent on the proposed amendment 


which would enable the city to tighten its control over residential 
demolition. The municipal administration Is seeking the power to 
oblige firms to rebuild structures destroyed In Illegal demolition. 
And landlords allowing their buildings to deteriorate in order to 
sell them at a profit-at the expense of their tenants would be 
forced to renovate. 


These and most of the other 196 charter-amendments the 
Drapeau administration is proposing are aimed at giving the city 
greater autonomy from the provincial government. It Is 
conceivable that the PQ's silence is based on its unwillingness to 
grant too much Independence to an administration that creates 
billion dollar deficits and Is bent on ensuring Its self-perpetuation.

Alberta announced that it was 
not part of the prairies, Sas- 
katchewan announced that It 
had nothing In common with 


tice. 

The country is tearing at the 
seams on account of a disease 
called selfishness. John F. 
Kennedy warned America of 
this disease when he sald: 
“ask not what your country can 
do for you, but what you can do 
for your country.” 

The people of this natlon 
have let the Canadian ideal and 
splrit fall to the wayside. But 
let them not forget that by so 
doing they have crushed the 
spirit of every Canadian who 
gave his life in war for the 
Canadian ideal. They have 
compromised thelr credibility 
as Individuals while totally 
annihilating the concept of 
Canada. 

It would be bad enough if | 
said that the students at the 


Alternatives Conference had 
shunned the legitimate aspira- 
tlons of French Canadians. But 


the disease Is much more: 
acute. 


In the most cold- 
blooded manner English stu- 
dents almost totally agreed that 
the solution to the “French 
Problem” was to assimilate all 
the French outside of Quebec 
and have English Quebecers 
assimilated into French. 

This came from a so-called 


“elite of university students in 


history, economics and poll- 
tical sclence. An enlightened 
group, one would assume. But 
as an English Quebecer | am 
forced to admit that my faith 
cannot be put In the Maple Leaf 
anymore.

It Is a rude awakening which 
goes far beyond constitutional 
dickering or the mystique of a 
Canadian myth. It is the 
hard-swallowed fact that there 
is a crude Canadian attitude 
which has replaced the Cana- 
dian ideal enshrined in the 
B.N.A. Act.

have to learn to live within their 
means, he Is facing this 
attitude. When | as an English 
Quebecer am told to forego 
my culture and language, then | 
face this same attitude. à 
The course therefore Is clear 
for the English Quebecers who 
wish to stay in Quebec. Our 
future lies within the context of 
a French-Canadian society wil-

the rest of Canada Is willing to 
offer us. Is it’ too much to 
Suggest that the Canadian 
ideal has found a home in 
Quebec while burning only 
dimly in the rest of the con- 
federation?

The McGill tennis team con- 
tinued Its winning ways this 
past weekend, sweeping all 
four categories of play as well 
as the team title of the McGill 
Invitational Tennis Tourna- 
ment.

It was fairly apparent 
throughout the two days of play 
on the Nun’s Island indoor 
courts that McGill and Laval 
were the two class teams of the 
tournament. McGill eventually 
prevailed In the team compe- 
tition by a 40-34 margin over 
the Rouge et Or, but would not 
have done so without a suc- 
cession of final round victories 


in all four categories. 

McGill's number one seed, 
John Schacter, duplicated last 
weekend's performance in the 
Carleton tournament, winning 
the singles championship. 
Schacter’s chief competition 
was provided by Alain Vaschal- 
de of Laval, whom Schacter 
defeated 6-3, 6-2 In the singles 
finals. 


The doubles title was taken 
by the team of Steve Pearl and 
Mukesh Chetan. Pearl and 
Chetan downed the Laval team 
of Vaschalde and Martel Les- 
sard, 6-1, 6-1. Had the results 
of the singles and doubles 
championships been reversed, 
Laval would have come out on 
top of the team competition. 


McGill also cleaned up in the 


consolation rounds. Chetan 
had little trouble with Gaetan 


Gamache of Rimouski, dis- 
patching him by a 6-2, 6-0 
count to win the singles title. In 
doubles play, Erik Juell and 
Spyro Petsalis teamed up to 
defeat the Trent University 
team of Kevin Midgehall and 
Geoff Rae, 6-2, 6-1. 

Final team totals reveal that 
McGill and Laval had little 
competition from the other 
teams in the tournament. After 
the top two teams, there was a 
gap of 22 points before third 
place Trent's 14 point total. 

McGill coach Butch Staples 
was happy with the preparation 
that the McGill tournament had 
provided his team. This coming 
weekend, the McGill team will 
travel to Quebec City to parti- 
cipate in the Laval Invitational.

The Gee-Gees Intensified de- 
fensive effort was too much for 
the McGill backcourt, and re- 
sulted In several turnovers.

Drazin wound up as the 
game's top scorer, canning 28 
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end by a 5-4 score. 

This was not to be the case 
Sunday, however. McGill lost 
the toss, but won the game 
handily 7-4 after jumping out ot 
a 6-0 lead after seven ends.
